Paving .Stones and Broken 
Glass, Fire Hose Useless 
to Check Attack 
ARRESTED MEN TRIED AT 
MIXED COURT 


Mr. Jacobs (American Assessor) 
and Magistrate Kuan were engaged 
in the hearing of charges 
against seven Chinese arrested on 
Nanking Road during the rioting 
on Monday, June 1. 

Mr, E.T. Maitland eaid all ac 
cused were charged rioting. 
‘On the occasion inquestion, the pave- 
‘ment was torn up, bricks were thrown 
at the police, and people from the top 
of Wing On's ond Sincere’s were 
throwing missiles.

STONES AND BROKEN GLASS 


Sub-Insp, MacGillivray said that, 
‘on hearing of the rioting he got a 
small squad of Sikhs and Chinese 
policemen together. Some of the 
ferowd were attacking motors, and 
others trams, cobble-stones, bits 
of glass. and so forth, were flying 
about in the air. He himself had 
his hat knocked off three times. All 
[the accused were arrested during the 
rioting by different mn. About 
10.30 am. there was a huge crowd 
‘at the junction of Hupeh and Che- 
Kiang Roads on the south side of 
‘Nanking Road. A fire engine was 
‘there and the hose was being used. 
It appeared to have no effect what- 
ever. The air was blue with bricks, 
and the firemen were being attacked. 
He placed his men in position and 
pulled out his revolver, pointing it 
at the crowd. This also had no ef- 
fect. The crowd made another rush 
at the fire engine and he believed 
‘one or two firemen were injured 
In about threo minutes time he could 
seo the situation was getting s0 se- 
rious that if he did not open fire the 
‘men in charge of the engine and he 
himself would probably be killed. 
Anything between 30 and 40 rounds 
were fired and the crowd dispersed. 
Four men were found lying on the 
road wounded. He sent for the am- 
bulance and had them conveyed to 
‘Shantung Road- Hospital.

In his opia- 
ion if he firing had not éaken placea 
the fire engine would have. been 
smashed to pieces and they would 
fave been eut off. He did not know 
if they would have got out alive.

‘Wuchang, June 5. 

During the past three days, the 
city of Wuchang has been full of 
‘excitement, In protest against the 
‘action of the police in Shanghai in 
‘firing upon the mob of students, 
all the government. schools in Wu 
chang have been out on strike since 
Wednesday morning. Yesterday a 
Dig mass mesting was held in the 
Public Athletic Ground, at which 
Inflammatory anti-forelgn speech- 
on wore made, and afterwards. « 
‘procession was formed through sev- 
‘ral of tho miain streets of the city. 
Pamphlets were distributed broad- 
at and ills were pasted on walls 
‘and’ telegraph posts. throughout 
‘ity, One of thece posters: bear 
‘erudely drawn picture of a foreign- 
¢, with @ pistol m his hand which 
he is pointing at a mob of Chinese, 
while @ number of Chinese corpses 
Vie beneath his feet. 

‘The agitation is not confined to 
gtudents.. ‘The Morchants’ Guilds 
have held meetings of sympathy, 
and it is reported that several lead- 
ing mercHants are advocating a 
Doycott of Japanese and British 
goods. The Provincial Assembly 
has sont out telegrams to other pro- 
‘Vinces in which it advocates the abo- 
ition of Extraterritoriality, the 
withdrawal of concessions, the 
crease of the customs duties. But 
the Assembly has advised the stu- 
dents of Wuchang to return to their 
studies. 

STRONG POLICE PROTECTION 

‘The Wu-Han Teachers’ Associa 
tion, has held a meeting to-day, the| 
regults of which are not known yet, 
The various Workmen's Clubs and 
the Anti-Imperialist Society have 
also been active.

Every foreigner who pat 
through the city is escorted by one 
or more poticemen from the time he 
enters the gate, But in spite of 
‘this protection, one member of the 
faculty of the Central China Uni- 
versity hal an uripleasant expo- 
rience while passing through the 
streets this afternoon. At several 
points he had stones thrown at him, 
fone of which hit him in the face 
and caused a big bruise. Ho wi 
algo rushed several times and pum- 
melled in the back, in spite of the 
efforts of hin guard. 

Another foreigner, a lady, retur- 
ning from the Hanyang Gate in a 
icsha, had stones thrown at. her, 
which’ broke her umbrella and da:

Yesterday during the time of the 
procession but before feeling had 
become 80 intense, another foreigner 
and his wife had their ricshas stop- 
ped by the erowd, but they received 
no injury,

Col. Chang Tz-ying, Commission- 
ler of Shanghai and Woosung Con- 
bulary, has issued an order to 
is subordinates to use every ef- 
ifort to protect foreigners who may 
ave occasion to enter Chinese ter- 
rritory.

Although news of the Hankow 
shooting reached the river front yes- 
terday afternoon, there were no 
signs of any resulting disturbance.

‘The Japanese press is pretty sure

ported by Russian Communists.

‘It is evident that the Left Bloc 
of the Nationalist Party, backed 
by Russian Communists, engineered 
the disturbances,” says the “Asahi.”

THE MOB OUTRAGE 
AT HANKOW 


Chinese Officials Attempt to 
Misinterpret; Stern Reply 
Emphasising the Facts. 


Hankow, June 15. 

‘The Commissioner of Foreign 
Affairs has protested to Mr. Harold 
Porter, the British Consul-General 
regarding the firing on the mob. 

‘The protest says that-the firing 
was unnecessary and holds him per- 
sonally and the offer who ordered 
the firing responsible for the lives 
Jost. “It also requests withdrawal of 
the Naval Contingent and that 
orders should be given to refrain 
from firing in future, 

‘The Consul replied this evening 
‘that tHe protest was unreasonable 
‘and without foundation in fact. The 
‘reply corrects the erroneous state- 
‘ments contained in the Commission- 
cr's protest and says that the firing 
‘was very necessary in view of the 
danger to foreign lives and property 
in the concession, particularly follow 
ing the serious damage already done 
by the rioters and the murder of a. 
Japanese that same evening. It

More Heavily Than Foreign;

CHINESE SECURITIES FALI, 


To give a comprehensive survey 
lof the commercial and financial po- 
sition resulting from the erisis is by 
‘no means easy. To say that busi 
ness is paralysed is practically true, 
‘but there is also the’ paradox: that 
in certain lines it has continued. A 
certain amount of produce, for in 
jetance, has arrived in Shanghai and 
‘when steamers are available is be- 
‘ing shipped to Europe and America, 
‘the demand having become keen 
in the consuming centres because of 
apprehension that future supplies 
wil not be ‘forthcoming.

Hankow, June 18. 

A feature of the local situation 
which remains quiet, is the un- 
checked: publication of falsehood re- 
garding the events’at Shanghai and 
other places by the Chinese

dent agitators have also arrived 
from Peking.

‘Telegrams received this morning 
state that a riot took place on Wed 
nesday at Chungking and that the 
British Consulate has becn evacuat- 
ed and forgigners’ have jeft the 
other side of the rivgr.

A. P. C. installation as this was 
‘occupied ‘by the military. Chinese 
telegrams assert that the British 
Consulate was occupied by the mili- 
tary, who drove the foreigners out 
‘of the city—Reuter’s Pacific Ser- 
viee. 


THE ATTACK DESCRIBED 


‘The following very interesting 
glimpse of the outrages is from a 
Hankow volunteer, in a letter fe- 
ceived yesterday:— 

“Last Thursday as we were sport- 
ing ourselves on the Race Club 
Lawn at 8 o'clock, the word went 
round that we had to report at 
‘Volunteer Headquarters immedi 
ly, 80 without much ado we dashed| 
ints towa and got into uniform and 
reported ourselves. 


“About fifteen minutes after be- 
porting I was sont out on mounted 
patrol with four others, visiting all 
outlying parts of the  Concessidn 
where we found large crowds of 
Chinese and small pickets of blue. 
Jackets holding them back, finally 
we arrived at Peking Road where 
there were five voluntoers trying to 
Hold back a crowd who were heay- 
ing bricks at us, incidentally I stop-| 
ped one or two, however, ‘with no 
damage. ‘The crowd then’ gradually| 
foreed us back and in spite of re- 
inforcements, we had to retreat and 
eventually we got behind barbed 
wire about 200 yards from the 
point where we started, with 
crowd of about 609, armed with 
large bamboos and poles also hugo 
stones, some distance away from us| 
shouting and jeering. Then a. na- 
val detachment came along and the 
crow) glowlst approaghed, having 
in the meanwhile broken’ all the 
electric lamps in the street as they 
came nearer, 

At this point a fire engine was 
brought up and when the mob came

THE KESWICK ROAD 
MURDER. 


‘Miss Duncan's Account of the 
Tragedy; Theories as to 
Who Were Guilty. 


‘What is going to be done about 
this? I wonder what the authorities 
have determined to.do in connection 
with this shooting of Monday night,” 
said Miss Duncan at the General 
Hospital yesterday to a represent- 
ative of the “North China Dai 

News.” “The assault on two foreign- 
ers, ‘unarmed and peaceful—my 
friend is dead—in indefensible.” 

"When he fell back dead, he had 
Just shifted gears. I grasped the

whee! over his body, and managed to 
put my foot on the accelerator. I 
felt the bullets as they hit my hands. 
‘The tongues of fire spat out at us 
$0 closely that I thought the flames 
would touch me. One man had his 
hand on the door of the car as he 
fired directly at my companion—t 
could not miss his target. More of 
them shot from behind. When the 
bullets hit_my hands ‘I ifelt pain 
in my chest. I thought I was shot 
there, 








ALONG THE ROAD 


“With my foot on the accelerator, 
I forced the ear along to evade them 
—fortunately I know a little about 
Griving—but I could ‘pot dislodge 
his feet from the foot levers, 0 1 
did the best I could under the eir- 
cumstances. 

"The ear ound the corner all 
right, T don’t know how, I did not 
know the road. T sereamed all the 
time T was driving, but I eoald not 
attract any one’s. attention. Cars 
Passed us but: they did not stop. T 
could not stop the car I was driving. 

“When I got off the road—T 
thought T was still on the road—T 
felt the bumps in the field (Not 
these uneven spots in the field ap- 
pear to be very deep trenches or fur- 
rows possibly 18 inches deep, the 
N. C.'D. N, car could not g> over 
thom’ an hour later) 1 let go the 
wheel and braced my feet, holding 
his body with one band ‘and my 
other hand on the doors ‘Then T 
heard the splash as the front wheels 
dropped into the water. (Nota; the 
ravine is at least six feet dcop.) 

“How T got out of the ear and up 
‘on the level T do not know. Then 1 
‘saw lights and went to a house near 
the American Country Club. 11 
hammered on the door with my 
bloody hands, but no one came. I 
thought the house was Chinese, so 
T took my dress and wiped the blood 
from the door, that they would not 
be afraid. "At last a boy eame to 
the door. "When I asked for ‘master 
or missee’ a man in volunteer w 
form came. I said “I am shot, my 
friend is shot, come.” He got hi 
rifle and searched for the ear— 
could not find it but at last he got 
to the place, We could not remove 
the body. At last the police came, 
and Mr. Master, who brought me 
here to the Hospital 

















THE LIGHTS OUT 


Miss Dunean said that after Mr. 
Mackenzie had turned the ear round 
he ‘saw the Chinese approaciting 
and said they had better turn out 
the lights until they had passed. 
But the men stopped and Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie got out from the car. She 
heard them speaking in Chinese 
and English. She was just getting 
‘out from the car on Keswick Road, 
‘when the shooting commenced and 
the deceased, shouting to her to get 
in again, ran to the car. He had 
just got the car into motion, when 
he fell forward crying, “I am shot, 














‘The shooting oceurréd at the spot 
nurked 150 yards from the inter- 
section of Great Western and Kes- 
wick Roads. At some point beween 
the 150 yards mark and the 250 
yards mark, Mr. Mackenzie turned 
the car around on Great Western 
Road. Miss Duncan drove the car 
to the point near the American 
Country Club where she mistook the 


wheel as the remainder of the doz- 
fen shots rang out, four of which 
imbedded “themselves in the body 
of the car. 
Miss Duneafi had both hands ban- 
daged up—the middle finger on the 
one was nicked by a bullet and the 
flesh at the base of the other thumb. 
Further investigations on the part 
of the police revealed 12 empty car- 
tridges at the scene on Keswick 
Road, and one live shell. In the 
body’ of the ear they ‘found two 
empty shells ard two spent bullets. 








WHAT WAS THE CAUSE ? 


There are three theories of this 
premeditated erime; and that it was 
planned is ‘without question, for 
both roads beyond the intersection 
were dug up s0 that no cars could 
pass. One theory is that students 
hired ruffians from Chapei in a 
spirit of revenge; another that 
friends of one of the dead students 
‘wanted blood for blood, though in 
this instance it would ‘seem that 
they would try to shoot a police 
ofticer—it will be remembered that 
this failed, however, in the Thibet 
Road shooting. ‘The last theory is 
that some of the Chapei Volunteer 
roughs committed the crime in eivil- 
ian short coats. Police in many in- 
stancog have seen their drab trousers 
under long coats. Further evidence 
may be seen in the report of an in- 
formant. About a month ago he 
stopped his car on Warren Road be- 
tween Hungjao and Brenan Roi 
Five of these volunteers in full uni- 
form and with rifles, stepped along 
side the machine and flashed their 
lights onto the oceupants, but they 
left when they saw who was inside.

Startling Results Claimed for 
French Doctor's Discovery 


Paris, June 17—A report was 
made today to the French Academy 
of Medicine on the results obtain- 
ed at the Pasteur Institue by Dr. 
Calmette with a preventive serum 
against tuberculosis. 

Of 179 babies vaccinated in the 
first six months of 1922 none had 
died from tuberculosis. From Ju- 
ly 1, 1924, to June 1, 1925, 2 per 
cent. babies in France’ and Belgium 
had been vaccinated without any 
harmful reaction. Of these babies 
137 were living with families pa- 
ticularly exposed to tuberculosis but 
none had died from it—Reuter.

THE DANGEROUS PATH 


‘The week-end has been disfi- 
gured by three most regrettable 
incidents, Yot another outrage 
has been added to those at Chi 
kiang, and Hankow, namely, 
Kiukiang, where the mob broke 
into the British Concession and 
wrecked and burned, In Shang- 
hai, the Chinese General Cham- 
er of Commerce shows that the 
extremists are temporarily in 
full contra! by “the list of de- 
mands which it has drawn up for 
presentation to the Council, 
And in Peking the Chinese Gov- 
ernment shows that it also has 
yielded to the extremists by the 
deplorable note sent to the Brit- 
inh-Legation, in which the Gover- 
ment wholly ignores the truth of 
the outrages, and treats it as if 
the Concession authorities had 
been the offenders instead of the 
victims. 

As regards the Kiukiang out- 
break, we very much fear that 
the last has not been heard of 
‘such cases, A great deal of evi- 
dence was in hand before the 
end of May, still more has since 
been accumulated, that the Red 
wing of the Kuomintang had 
planned a simultaneous general 
strike and rising against foreign- 
era in all the principal Treaty 
ports. The date fixed, however, 
was some time later in the sum:

They were de- 
fated and the list of demands 
published elsewhere is the re- 
sult, If the extremists propose 
that such terms could even form 
a basis of discussion they decei- 
ve themselves strangely. Con- 
ditions of this kind might be 
imposed on a conquered foe, on 
nobody else; and Shanghai is not! 
quite that yet. The list is in-| 
deed as unrighteous as it is ab- 
surd. If one individual has a 
dispute with another on a given 
point, he cannot drag into the| 
settlement every other fancied 
grudge he can scrape together 
and, of courso,, most of the de-| 
mands are entirely beyond the| 
scope of anyone in Shanghai or| 
even in Peking to satisfy, sup-| 
posing they could consent to dis 
cuss them.

Our Peking correspondent, 
tells us to-day that the Govern-

taining all the information that 
it can; but in view of its beha- 
viour during the past fortnight, 
it would seem only too clear that

is the general feeling, not only 
lof foreigners, but of many Chi- 
nese, that it is time that the Di- 
plomatic Body spoke in much 
firmer terms to the Waichiaopu 
than it has yet used.

Yet those facts are plain 
Jenough, a symptom of which is 
to be found in the barricades 
and special guards about the Le- 
gation Quarter.

done at Hankow. The joi 
Note delivered yesterday is an 
improvement; but we think the 
Diplomatic Body must make its 
meaning plainer yet if it is to 
receive attention. Why is no- 
thing said of the reparations 
so justly due for the Yangtze 
outrages? 

There can be no question but} 
that the Chinese Government: is 
allowing itself and the country 
to drift in the direction of the 
greatest danger. So far as 
Shanghai is concerned, one sup- 
[poses that the dispute will soon- 
ler or later be patched up. But} 
what is likely to be the effect of 
it patching throughout the 
country unless the present in- 
tlamable state of feeling is dealt 
with firmly by Chinese officials 
in the way they know how to 
deal?

Tt scems to me that one point 
brought out in Mr. Francis Zic’s 
Netter of June 9 so aptly illustrates 
the sort of injustico done by Chi- 
nese to foreigners that it is worthy 
of comment. The point to which 
I refer is his criticism of forcign- 
fers for ill-treating riesha coolies. 
‘One would like to ask if Mr. Zia 
really considers that the ill-treat- 
ment of riesha coolies, dreadfully 

lorable as it is, begins to com- 
en wrth the noble werk dove for 
this unfortunate class of Chinese 
by the wholly forcign Micsha Mis- 
sion?

RUSSIAN MANGANESE 
Soviet Concession to American 
Syndicate 


Moscow, June 12, 


A formal agreement relating to 
the Chiatura Manganese Mines 
Concession has been signed between 





the Soviet Government and the 
Harriman combine, 
The contract requires the con- 


ccasionaires sto erect certain build- 
ings, install a plant and complete 
rajlway Jeommunication, spending 
‘on it $4,000,000, The railways, 
afterwards pass into the hands of 
the Soviet Government. 

‘The concessionaires must export 
16,000,000 tons of manganese dur- 
ing the 20 years of the contract and 
pay the Government $3 per ton 
in the first three years and after- 
wards $4 per ton. ‘The Government 
receives 60 per cent of the profits 
if the price of manganese is rais- 
ed above a fixed sum, Provision is 
made for arbitration in ease of dis- 
pute. 

Tt is stated in Moscow that over 
a hundred "American concession 
Proposals have been received by 
the Principal Concessions Commit- 
tee, most of which are important, 
carticularly in the Domain of
